Not long ago, Thomas Bridson was planning to climb the 
2000 foot Snaefeli Mountain, on the Isle of Man. for the eleventh 
time. So what? Bridson tipped the age scale at 103 and had 
learned mountain climbing just ten years before—at age 93. 
The Reverend Mary E. Silver, of Spring­ 
field. Ohio, has preached almost every Sunday 
for more than fifty years in the church she 
founded, the Little Zion United Holiness p* 
Church. She is 108 years old. 
In this youth-oriented era, we are too 
often prone to dismiss anyone more than sixty- 
five years old as being beyond the useful age 
'. . , yet some of the greatest accomplishments 
are achieved by those long past retirement. 
Not long ago, three women lawyers from 
Louisville were admitted to practice before the 
bar of the U.S. Supreme Court in Washington. 
Receiving a special welcome from Chief Jus- g pauj oiiphant 
tice Earl Warren were Maude Hughett, who 
gave her age as “close to 75;” her sister, Mae Stricklin. 80; 
and Mrs. Hughett’s daughter, Josephine, who didn’t tell her age. 
Somerset Maughan, the writer, once said: “It’s a funny 
thing about life. If you refuse to arcept anything but the best 
.. . you often get it.” When airplane pioneer Eddie Rickenbacker. 
flying ace of the First World War, announced his retirement as 
chairman of the board of Eastern Airlines, everyone thought he 
was finally taking a well deserved rest. Rickenbacker laughed 
at the idea. At 73, he declared, he was just “getting a second 
wind.” He was full of plans to travel the length and breadth of 
the nation to promote patriotism among our people. 
Grandma Moses, Albert Schweitzer, Herbert Hoover all 
refused to wait stoically for death on the dismal ice flow of 
time and the world is richer for their efforts. 
Goethe, when he completed Faust was past 80; George 
Bernard Shaw did some of his finest writing as he approached 
90. As an octagenarian, Konrad Adenauer almost single-hand­ 
edly reconstructed post-war Germany. 
“Nobody grows old merely by living a number of years,” 
said that brilliant old soldier, Douglas MacArthur. “People grow 
old by deserting their ideals. Years may wrinkle the skin, but 
to give up interest . . . winkles the soul.” 
General MacArthur proved his point. He stayed alert and 
interested in the world around him until the moment he 'drew 
his last breath . . . until he literally faded away. 
I guess my point is that years alone should never cause 
you to withdraw from the mainstream of life. There’s too much 
work to be done , . . too much adventure ahead . . . for the 
young in heart.

Senate Labor Committee voted 
Monday to authorize President 
Johnson to order striking airline 
employes back to work for up to 
six months — a procedure not 
favored by the administration.

Too Much for Too Many 
TMONDAY'S Jump in bread prices, together 
with the increase in other foodstuff 
prices, probably will be placed at the door 
of the beginning of the food pipeline—the 
farmer. 
But the farmer, far from being a cub 
prit, is a victim of inflation to a greater 
extent than most other segments of the 
country. 
Prices received by farmers for all 
products in 1965 were nearly 9 percent be­ 
low the average for 1947 49. During the 
same period, weekly wage rates to labor 
have gone up 107 percent. 'Things farmers 
bought rose in price by 28,3 percent. 
No, the farmer is not to blame for in­ 
flation. 
Inflation is the result of too many people 
asking too much from their government, 
and the government trying to provide too 
many "free” services and handouts. 
In defending the farmer, Farm Journal 
magazine says, 
. . we suggest that they 
the Secret a ry of Agriculture, the President, 
the rest of his administration—and Congress 
—concern themselves more with the real 
cause of inflation: government spending and 
expansionary fiscal policies. Let’s have less 
wailing about food prices and some real 
shouting about that.*’ 
The wheat farmer will take it on the 
chin, for there seems to be a surplus no 
longer. We’ve spread it around the world. 
And the farmer has been told to grow less 
wheat! 
The housewife Is complaining about the 
rising costs of the necessities—bread, butter, 
milk and meat. It’s about time Congress 
investigates. 
Time to End Strike 
'’J'HERE is no doubt that Congress or the 
President now must step in to end the 
airplane lines machinists' strike. Rank and 
file members disregarded their leaders as 
well as the settlement agreed upon, even 
though this disregarded the President’s 
guide line. 
Forty-seven years ago Calvin Coolidge 
took the brave and correct stand that later 
made him President of the United States 
when he said in the case of the police strike 
in Boston: 
"There is no right to strike against the 
public safety by anybody, anywhere, 
anytime.” 
Coolidge ordered out the State guard to 
.keep order and immediately started recruit­ 
ing: a new police force. The striking police­ 
men were not reinstated. 
Coolidge had no law to buttress his posi­ 
tion, but he announced a profound truth and 
the people responded almost unanimously. 
In our type of society it is intolerable for 
any group performing an essential service 
for the public to be permitted to enforce their 
demands by threat of the discontinuance of 
an essential service. 
Suppose the milk deliverers allowed 
babies to die for want of milk, or the 
doctors and hospital attendants refused 
to care for the aged and the ill? 
No citizen or group of citizens should be 
allowed to put a gun to the heads of the 
people and demand a certain sum of money 
as the price for allowing the public to live. 
That’s what happened in numerous in­ 
stances, and if our free society has not the 
courage to put an end to it, we shall 
eventually bring upon ourselves an authori­ 
tarian regime. 
A Miniskirt Menace?

Indonesia, rated the world’s 
third richest nation in terms of 
natural resources, faces deep 
economic crisis while its new 
pro-Western leaders wait for 
outside help. 
The new regime, having 
kicked out a powerful Commu­ 
nist element, inherited an eco­ 
nomic madhouse. To keep its 
head above water, it desperate­ 
ly wants credits. Without them, 
it sees little hope of success in 
tackling mountainous problems 
piled up by years of President 
Sukarno's erratic rule. 
While Sukarno has appeared 
to be effectively boxed in by the 
new leaders, his public chal­ 
lenges to them have their effect 
on creditor nations by raising a 
prospect of new chaos. The 
problem, of the new regime is to 
convince the creditor nation 
that Sukarno is, indeed, power­ 
less. 
• • * 
The jitters persist abroad. 
American businessmen actively 
interested in investing in In­ 
donesia say the U.S. State De­ 
partment evidently fears that 
Indonesia remains too unstable 
to perm,it resumption, of aid. It 
was cut off more than, a year 
ago because of Sukarno’s trucu­ 
lent anti-U.S. posture. 
The new regime has been 
courting U.S. private enterprise. 
It does not do this publicly, be­ 
cause after years of Sukarno's 
socialist propaganda, the lead­ 
ers apparently feel It would lay 
them open to Sukarno’s charges 
of alliance with what he calls 
“neocolonialism, and imperial­ 
ism.” 
But Hamengku Buwono, the 
sultan of Jogjakarta, a top 
member of the inner circle now 
in control and the economic 
brains behind a national rescue 
effort, has made it clear he is 
determined to reverse the so­ 
cialist trend. He seeks a climate 
favorable to U.S. investment. 
Indonesia must rebuild its 
production machinery, import 
industrial raw materials,, repair 
k shattered transport system, 
feed the cities and fight the 
specter of inflation. It could use 
a billion dollars worth of credits 
right now, but would settle for a 
quarter of that. 
* 
• • • 
Under the profligate Sukarno, 
Indonesia built up a $2.4 billion 
foreign debt. A billion of this is 
owed: to the Soviet Union, only 
about $150 million to the United 
States. 
Washington 
arranged 
for 
emergency rice shipment on 
credit to Indonesia in April, but 
it was stressed that was not a 
policy shift but a one-shot emer­ 
gency deal. 
Commenting on this recently, 
Sen. John Tower, R-Tex., said, 
“One-shot deals do not seem, to 
he a wise foreign policy with a 
struggling, friendly nation.” 
The props of Indonesia’s econ­ 
omy are its oil, rubber, rich tin 
ore and textile industry. It is a 
natural market for U.S. agricul­ 
tural goods. It has an urgent 
need for them, to get the econo­ 
my moving.

Biggest of Weddings . .. 
And Those Before . . . 
★ HEARTS A FLOWERS—Let’s talk about 
the wedding: of all time today! When Luci 
Baines Johnson marries Patrick J. Nugent 
Saturday, it will be the first marriage in a 
president's family since the administration 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt; and the first 
such marriage to take place in Washington 
since the time of Woodrow Wilson. FDR’s 
children engaged in six weddings during his 
years in the White House, but none occurred 
in Washington, and only two were of toe 
scale contemplated for toe Johnson-Nugent 
nuptials, John, Roosevelt married .Anne Lind­ 
say Clark June 18, 1938, at Nahant, Mass. 
The bride’s relatives were staunch Re­ 
publicans. Some friends of the family de­ 
clined invitations to the reception. Mrs. Clark 
planned for 400 guests, but received White 
House requests for 550 invitations, most of 
which were accepted. At the reception, 
guests drank 500 bottles of champagne . . . 
• * * 
FRANKLIN D. JR.’S wedding to 
Ethel du Pont June 30, 1937, undoubtedly 
was the wedding of the year. The duPont 
family tended to be very anti-New Deal, 
and newspapers of the time compared 
the wedding to the romance between 
Romeo and Juliet. But the wedding, at 
tiny Christ Church at Christiana Hundred, 
Del., was a big, big one. Another big 
wedding took place in the White House 
Nov. 25, 1913, when Jessie Woodrow Wil­ 
son, the president’s daughter, married 
Frances Bowes Sayre. About 500 persons 
attended,, including members of the dípte­ 
ro atk corps, many in brilliant uniforms; 
members of the Supreme Court; Con­ 
gressional leaders; and cabinet mem­ 
bers. The Marine Band played the tango 
"and other up-to-date music.” . . . 
• * • 
★ THE MARRIAGE of another of Wilson’s 
daughters, Eleanor, to Treasury Secretary 
William Gibbs McAdoo, was far more sub­ 
dued, possibly because McAdoo was a 
widower. Wilson hi.mse.lf became the third 
president, to marry while in office Dec., 18, 
1915, when he married Edith Bolling Galt 16 
months after the death of his first wife, 
Ellen. The wedding party was limited to 
family and close friends. There was no best 
man nor maid of honor. The evening cere­ 
mony occurred in the home of Mrs. Galt’s 
mother. Perhaps the most famous First 
Family wedding took place in the East Room 
of the White House Feb. 17, 1906, when Alice 
Roosevelt married Nicholas Long worth, a 
Republican congressman from. Ohio and a 
future speaker of the House , , . 
• * • 
"PRINCESS ALICE,” as she was 
known, was a favorite of the press, and 
her wedding gave reporters plenty to 
write about. Some 1000 American and 
European dignitaries attended. Alice 
Blue, a color which had been named for 
the bridé, was favored among the guests’ 
clothing. Gifts included a mosaic of a 
Vatican painting from the Pope, a chest 
of rare silks, embroideries and ivory 
carvings from the Empress of China,, a. 
diamnnd and pearl pendant from the 
Emperor of Austria, and 63 matched 
pearls with a diamond clasp from the 
new Republic of Cuba. "Princess Alice” 
gave the press something extra to write 
about when she borrowed a saber to cut 
the wedding cake.* • * 
★ ANOTHER opulent wedding occurred May 
21, 1874, in the East Room., when Nellie 
Grant, only daughter of the president, mar­ 
ried Algernon. Sartoris of the British legation. 
There have been many other First Family 
weddings — President Grover Cleveland 
marrying his ward, Frances Fcfsom, in the 
Blue Room in 1886; President John Tyler 
sneaking off to New- York for a secret mar­ 
riage to Julia Gardiner in 1844—some gaudy 
and opulent, some not revealed until after 
they had taken place. According to all in­ 
dications, the Luci-Pat wedding will be one 
of the opulent ones. About 700 guests are in­ 
vited, and that will make it rather Texas- 
style.

The basis for the agreement 
was spelled out in two ordi­ 
nances passed at the last Cole- 
brookdale meeting, July 11. 
Basically the contract is iden­ 
tical to that made several years 
ago when water pipes were laid 
from Boyertown to New Ber­ 
lin ville. 
However, this time the town­ 
ship is given 20 years to pay 
Boyertown for the cost of con­ 
struction. 
In the New Berlin ville deal 
the period was set at 15 years.
